USD head reports 
merger complete 


IN A SURPRISE an- 
nouncement to the Law 
School graduating class, the 
president of the University of 
San Diego, Dr. Author E. 
Hughes, Jr., said that 
merger of the two corporate 
schools on the USD. campus 
has been achieved. 


Speaking at the Law 
School’s commencement 
exercises on Saturday, Dr. 
Hughes told the graduates 
that they represented “the 
first Law School class of the 
unified USD.” 


He said the boards of 
trustees of the Women’s 
College and USD Men’s 
College met May 18 and 
agreed to the merger. Steps 
towards this merger have 
been taken for the. past four 
years. 


Law degrees went to 173 
graduates and were 
presented by Bishop Leo T. 
Maher. Honorary degrees 
were given to former 
Governor of Alaska Walter 
J. Hickel and Judge Jacob 
Weinberger, senior judge of 
the U.S. district court. 

ON SUNDAY in the Civic 
Theatre, degrees were 
conferred on 249. un- 
dergraduates, 30 masters of 
arts, and 43 masters of 
education. 

Dr. William McElroy, 
chancellor, UCSD, . com- 
mencement speaker, and 


Sister M. Aimee Rossi, 
RSCJ, academic dean 
emeritus, College for 


Women, received honorary 
doctor of laws degrees. 

Dr. McElroy stressed that 
private colleges and 
universities “‘large or small, 


prestigious and non- 
descript are in serious 
trouble’’ because of ac- 
cumulating deficits. ‘The 
fate of private colleges is of 
high national concern, ”’ he 
said. 


WITHOUT PRIVATE 
colleges, he added, ‘‘public 
colleges cannot guarantee 
the degree of educational 
vitality and choice so 
necessary for many of our 
young people and so healthy 
for a successful educational 
system.” 


Bishop Maher: told the law 
school commencement that 
while the ‘‘characteristic 
feature of democratic 
government is rule of the 
majority, true democracy is 
more than majority rule — 
majority rule could be a mob 
rule. 


“True and_ effective 
democracy must consist in 
minority rights under 
majority rule, but this 
cannot be unless. the 
Majority repudiates the 
blasphemy that numbers 
make truth...unless it 
subordinates will to reason.”’ 


AT THE USD ceremonies, 
Bishop Maher said the 
“malaise of the American 
spirit’? has come about 
because “we have become a 
loose aggregation of private 
persons who give higher 
priority to our personal 
pleasures than to collective 
endeavors.”’ 


‘“‘We must bring ourselves 
to make personal sacrifices 
required to sustain the 
domestic order or _ in- 
ternational authority,’ he 
said.

Sing, choirs of angels 


While the adult choirs stick to the choir loft and the 
young folk groups perform on or beside the altar, 
there’s much to bewilder in the present state of 
church singing. We are going through a period of full 
congregation participation, meant to encourage us 
all to sing. But, thank God, we do still have some fine 
choirs. 


This was demonstrated very musically at the 
diocesan choir music festival a week or so back when 
choirs from nine parishes — about 500 singers — 
presented a joyful afternoon of everything from 
classics to rock. Perhaps the mixture was a little too 
much, but it did provide a living and vocal example of 
the present state of music for the Mass. 


There is a lot of bad music and equally bad singing 
coming through the pews these days from groups who 
lack both training and direction. There is also some 
commendable, well-directed, well-trained choral 
participation in our services. Some good mature 
choirs brought their experience to the festival. That 
double choir, for instance, of Sacred Heart, Redlands 
and Holy Rosary, San Bernardino, whose togetherness 
lifted our hearts with Haydn. 


Other noteworthy performers were San Luis Rey 
Mission family choir, E] Cajon’s Our Lady of Grace 
and San Diego’s Blessed Sacrament and St. John the 
Evangelist. And many already know the professional 
touch which comes with the choir from St. Brigid’s of 
Pacific Beach. 


Old and the new 


But should we mix the traditional form — known 
these days almost invariably as‘‘adult choirs’’ — and 
the contemporary? The festival thrust us suddenly 
from the San Diego Symphonic Chorale’s per- 


formance of Ralph Vaughan William’s Mass in G 


Minor to 14 girls and 14 guitars representing the new 
beat of the choir from St. George’s, Ontario, and the 
sextet from Riverside’s shrine of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe. 

The measured beauty of a “‘classical’’ piece by well- 
trained singers is in great contrast to the breathless, 
self-taught, microphone technology which sometimes 
passes for Mass music these days. There is room for 
both, as many churches can de..onstrate. And we 
select our Mass accordingly. 


But what will lead our congregations back to singing 


the liturgy, as we are urged and exhorted to do? For 
too many years we sat in our churches, listening to 


Sign of the times? 
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choirs ‘‘perform’’ the Mass, while a priest with his 
back, towards us ‘‘did his thing”’’ too. ; 


Now we are all in it together, as a community, asa 
worshipping, witnessing Christian community — 
singing, saying, we believe in Christ. 


There is a happy medium between the classical 
performance and the up-beat, ear-bending electronics 
of some of our younger enthusiasts. This is another 
part of our Christian expression of community where 
some forbearance by both sides will help a lot to 
‘show we are Christians by our love.” 


The picture, from Browntown, Wis., of adjacent 
roads, seems to illustrate well the extremes I am 
hinting at. 


Leave something for God 


Bishop Juan Arzube, auxiliary of the Los Angeles 
archdiocese, joined a history class one evening at USD 
before graduation for a discussion with students. 
Explaining that his name might be difficult for them 
to pronounce, he said, ‘‘Just call me Bishop Juan... or 
just Juan.” 


However, it was on his departure that the gentle 
Christian character of this fine bishop became even 
more evident. The question of his expenses was 
broached and the offer to repay — with a little extra as 
a gift. 


“You can pay my air fare,” he said. ‘‘But as for the 
gift, no, thank you. Leave something for God to give 
me.”’ 


Problem of pensions 


One result of diminishing vocations to the religious 
life — particularly of nuns — is the sad thought of 
those who entered orders or religious congregations 
years ago now finding themselves at retirement age 
with a reduced level of security through the break up 
of communities. The once-ready care of hospitals or 
special homes is now so state controlled everywhere 
that the charity bed or room is difficult to find. 


Priests in this diocese in the last year or two have 
been forming a diocesan retirement plan. But in many 
parts of the world no such plan exists. Lay persons 
working for dioceses have nothing to look forward to 
_on retirement in most cases, and once again steps are 
being taken to see if something can be set up in this 
diocese for the many lay people working for the 
Church. : 


Social security is not the answer; only a start. Most 
large companies today have excellent retirement 
benefits for employees, some even non-contributory. 
In these days of a hard, realistic world, the Church, 
unfortunately, has to conform in fairness and charity 
to those who give their lives in its service. The Church

Why don’t we listen? 


AS WOMEN WILL we were 
talking. ..about the beauty of many 
new liturgical songs, and astonished 
traditionalist friends discovering 
behind some ‘“‘folk’’ tune, a con- 
temporary translation of the Psalms. 


There is a haunting beauty to many of 
the lyrics of the new hymns, a poetic 
expression of the searching human 
spirit and a plea for joy and happiness 
with some frank social comment. 


And, we were tempted to say, here at 
last the Psalms are being sung as they 
were meant to be — by the people in full 
participation, understanding what they 
are saying. ~ 


BUT IS IT TRUE? Do we understand 
even yet? Listening to the “groups” 
which have replaced choirs in many 
places, we wondered how profound the 
appreciation of the themes they sing 
really is. 


In many cases there seems to be a 
real identification. The words find an 
echo in their hearts and minds. The 
idiom, the media, are so frankly 
contemporary that usually a strong 
sense of authenticity emanates. 


But ‘not always. At a_- recent 
celebration of the Mass, the com- 
munion song was ‘‘belted out’’ by a 
sturdy young man in the _ husky, 
breathy tones loosely classified as 
“sexy.” 


“GIVE ME YOUR pain,-Lord, give 
me your burden.’’ The words carried 
the anguish of a visionary, but the style 
was imitation Las Vegas. 


Did he really know what he was 
singing? It was difficult to believe. But 
then, how many of us really know what 
is meant by that refrain? 


What does it mean — give me your 
pain, Lord, give me your burden? What 
burden? What pain? That which caused 
Jesus to sweat blood on Gethsemane? 
That made him cry out for relief to his 
Father?

DO WE REALLY want that kind of 
burden? Have we any comprehension 
of that kind of pain? 


Simon of Cyrene, perhaps? Maybe 
we can get into the picture (fifth station 
of the cross) without really getting 
involved. 


Or did the song-writer have 
something else in mind? A profession 
of faith, perhaps, or an assumption of 
the Christian role, carrying on the 
mission of Christ. 


IS THAT THE burden then — of 
Christ’s mission to make his Father 
known and glorified among men? His 
pain, perhaps was the failure to pierce 
man’s free will and reach every heart. 


That is the task he left his Church, 
under the guidance of his Holy Spirit. 
Then we, the Church, the people of God 
already have his burden whether we 
realize it or not. We are already heirs to 
his pain. If we do not feel the weight or 
the anguish, perhaps that is because we 
have not yet tried to lift it, not bent our 
shoulders to receive the yoke. 


Give me your pain. Not the mind- 
numbing physical agony of the cross, 
but the slow, continuing crucifixion of 
self-knowledge, of recurring failure, of 
daily death and resurrection of hope. 


MAYBE HE DID KNOW — that boy 
“making love” to his microphone. 
Maybe, under the confident facade he 
knew that each day the burden did wait 
for him to take it up. Maybe he was no 
stranger to its pain. 


But there are other songs to be sung. 
Songs of joy and laughter, of con- 
fidence and youth in the Spirit. 


Music is one of the truest expressions 
of the heart and dreams of a people. 
What is being sung in our churches now 
may be of more study value to us than a 
library on behavioral sciences. 


HE THAT HAS ears to hear, let him 
hear — and sing along.

Prize-winning news story 
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Pentecostalism growing; unstructured regular prayer meetings held 


We have received many 
requests to reprint the award- 
winning article on Pentecostal- 
ism which was published in the 
Southern Cross on June 24, 1971. 
Written by Beryl Newman, it 
won the Catholic Press Associa- 
tion award for best news story 
originating with any newspaper 
in 1971. 


“ALLELUIA!” “Praise the Lord.” 
“Praise God.” “Yes, Lord, yes.” Above 
a babel of unintelligible murmurings, 
rising and falling, the voices echoed 
through the darkened church. 


A small group of people stood 
around a single figure, hands reaching 
out to touch him. Similar groups 
formed and broke and reformed with- 
out pattern near the sanctuary. Always 
the sound of voices exclaiming, proc- 
laiming, praying aloud in English and 
some kind of gibberish. 


Could this be happening in a 
Catholic Church? It was, indeed. I had 
walked in at the climax of a Catholic 
Pentecostal Day of Renewal in Sacred 
Heart parish, Ocean Beach, San Diego. 


THERE IS ONLY one way to 


describe the effect upon the. 


uninitiated of a Pentecostal prayer 
meeting in full throat — it is wierd! 
There is nothing in our immediate 
traditions of worship to prepare us for 
the experience. 


Pentecostalism — chrismatic re- 
newal is the preferred term among 
Catholics — is a recent and puzzling 
phenomenon within the Church. 


It is extremely difficult to arrive 
at an objective evaluation of this move- 
ment in the Catholic Church, because 
of the public idea of Pentecostalism 


_itself. 


SO-CALLED “classical Pentecostal- 
ism’’ as manifested in Protestant 
denominations “conjures up images of 
emotionalism, fanaticism, religious 
mania, illiteracy, anti-intellectualism, 
credulity, messianic postures and 


‘ panting after miracles’’ to quote. 


Father Kilian McDonnell, OSB, in his 
book on the movement. 


Even classical Pentecostals will 
admit it was not without its bizarre 
aspects, and something of this lingers 
in modern Protestant Pentecostalism. 


Catholic influence has muted and 
stabilized many of the more disturbing 
aspects, and an exclusively Catholic 
prayer meeting is usually a relatively 
quiet affair. 


FEW MEETINGS are exclusively 
Catholic however, and Pentecostals 
appear to take pride in a kind of loose 
“ecumenism,” welcoming and deferr- 
ing to the presence of non-Catholics. 


Overtones of Protestant terminology - 


flavor the prayers and visitors may be 
startled to hear the familiar “Come 
Holy Spirit fill the hearts of your 
people” punctuated. by sighs of ‘‘Yes, 
Jesus,” “Praise the Lord!” “Alleluia! 
Praise God!” 


It is disconcerting to be asked “Have 
you received the Lord?” or “Have you 
been baptized in the Spirit?” by fellow 
Catholics. Phrases like ‘“‘walking in the 
Spirit,” ‘‘since I found Jesus,” and 
“living in the Spirit” are used freely. 


THE MANNER of prayer, the 
uninhibited expression, is foreign to 
those of us brought up in the tradi- 
tional church, and it is not easy, at first, 


to observe the Pentecostal phenome- 


non with an open mind. 


Once familarity dulls the initial 
shock, an underlying simplicity, an 
unquestioning openess of mind, a 
depth of commitment to Christ begins 
to emerge. It seems foolish to discount 
the probability that these people do 
receive a genuine infusion of grace - 
a definite gift of faith. 


In the San Diego area at least eight 
groups hold regular weekly prayer 
meetings. Most groups meet in private 
homes, although two are held in con- 
vents and one, closed for the summer, 
in the Newman Center at UCSD. 


OCEAN BEACH, Clairemont, La 
Mesa, USD, Allied Gardens, Spring 
Valley and Marian High School are 


some of the centers. On June 12 the 
Ocean Beach group “very success- 
fully’ visited and prayed with the 
inmates of Puerta La Cruz Prison at 
Warner Springs. 


Prayer groups - and for that matter . 


the entire movement — are unstruc- 
tured, relying mainly on spontaneous 
prayer and personal witness. They 
vary from a handful of persons to more 
than a hundred. If Catholic-oriented, 
they will very likely include several 
nuns and perhaps a priest or two. 


Meetings usually begin with brief 
hymn singing, a few moments of silent 
reflection, followed by readings from 
the Scriptures. 


PRAYERS ARE directed towards 
the needs or difficulties of others; 
sometimes to broader issues of world 
situations. Their spontaneous expres- 
sion is simpler and less. formal than 
our traditional form. Response is more 
vocal and demonstrative. A strong 


sense of brotherhood permeates the 
group. 


The “‘pentecostal experience” and 
“baptism of the Holy Spirit’ is refer- 
red to again and again. What is this 
experience? 


Kevin and Dorothy Ranaghan in 
their book Catholic Pentecostals say: 
“prayer for baptism in the Holy Spirit 
is, most simply, a prayer in expectant 
faith that an individual’s - or com- 
munity’s - baptism initiation may be 
existentially renewed and actualized. 
One thing seems to be essential: an 
authentic request . ee 


GENERALLY THIS “baptism” is 
received in a group. Many have 
received the experience privately, 
when alone and in prayer. They are 
flooded with the peace and joy of 
Christ. Frequently they begin praising 
God in a ‘new language,” identified 
as the glossolalia of the Scriptures, or 
“tongues.” - 


Requests for ‘‘baptism”’ usually 
occur towards the end of the meeting. 
The candidate is seated in the center 
of the group who pray over him with 
great intensity, with an imposition of 
hands. What follows is unpredictable. 


People speak of ‘‘encountering. 
Christ” at this moment. Often they 
speak in “tongues.” Sometimes they 
are filled with an overwhelming sense 
of the presence, power and love of God. 
Some may be moved to tears. 


EXPECTANCY of an outpouring of 
the Holy Spirit during fervent prayer 
and an opening of the mind’and heart, 
is a significant element of the Catholic 
Pentecostal Movement. 


There is evident hope and anticipa- 
tion of the gifts of the Holy Spirit as 


described by St. Paul such as charity, 
wisdom, faith, prophecy, healing, dis- 
cernment of spirits, and speaking in 
tongues. 


THE MOST spectacular -.and the 
most controversial - of the gifts are 
healing and glossolalia or “speaking 
in tongues.” 


In these ‘‘charismatic groups,”’ it is 
common to hear someone break into 
a flow of indiscernable syllables while 
at prayer praising God. The apparent 
gibberish is recognized by the group 
as a true language, although unknown 
to them. 


Although glossolalia apparently fas- 
cinates as many within the movement 
as outside, Pentecostal leaders often 
draw attention to St. Paul’s first letter 
to the Corinthians, warning the disci- 
ples that “tongues” is the least of the 
manifestations of the Spirit. 


STRANGELY ENOUGH, the minis- 


try of healing, which occupies so pro- 


minent a position in the Protestant — 


evangelical groups is little exercised 
by Catholics. Cures have been 
reported, but not with the impressive 
frequency of the Kathryn Kuhlman or. 
Morris Cerullo type of evangelical 
ministry - whose mass healing services 
in Southern California are well 
known. 


The importance of the “Pentecostal 
experience” seems to lie not so much 
in the dramatic manifestation of 
“tongues” and healing, as in the aura 
of peace, joy and increased fervor 
accompanying the “walk in the Spirit.” 


Pentecostalism is not a denomina- 
tion nor a doctrine. It is a spirituality, 
an experience, a way of life. It may 
appear in any denomination and 
apparently has no great difficulty find- 
ing its level among Catholics. . 


Catholic Pentecostalism appeared 
in the United States a little more than 
three years ago. Prior to that time, only 
isolated incidents of Catholics receiv- 
ing the ‘‘experience”’ were noted: 
There is little evidence of the move- 
ment in Europe, and only rare 
instances in England. 


A directory of Catholic Pentecostal 
groups lists 203 in the United States. 
Presuming that each group includes 
an average of 50 members, this would 
suggest more than 10,000 Catholics are 
involved. Additionally, there are 84 
interdenominational groups which 
include Catholics. 

AT THE NATIONAL convention on 
Charismatic Renewal in the Catholic 
Church held at South Bend in June, 
1970, 1,279 registrations were 
reported. 


In November 1969, the U.S. Catholic 


bishops issued a statement urging cau- 
tion and watchfulness, but at the same 
time warning against any hasty con- 
demnation of the new spirituality. 


There is some difficulty in a categor- 
ical denial of an experience which, in 
many cases leads to a deeper aware- 
ness of God’s presence and brings a 
new joy, peace and love. 


THERE ARE, of course, dangers 
inherent in Pentecostalism. By its very 
nature, the movement attracts the 
unstable, the over-emotional and the 
neurotic. 


The importance allowed to personal 
witness or testimony may under these 
circumstances slip across the fine line 
to public confession and a glorious 
emotional “binge,” or self-accusation 
and self-pity. 


At the other end of the scale, some 
veteran Pentecostals may exhibit a 
decided tendency to spiritual pride 


and a certain arrogance towards the 
dogma of the Church. 


The main difficulty arises, it Seems, 
not from the possibility that the 
spiritual experience may be invalid, 
but that a genuine spiritual encounter 
may leave the recipient confused, with 
insufficient theological knowledge to 
relate to and build upon. 


THERE IS A GREAT need of 
spirtual direction within the move- 
ment. Catholics are notoriously ill- 
equipped to discuss and defend the 
faith scripturally. In their enthusiasm, 
their Protestant friends disseminate 
their own interpretation of the Bible 
in what may evolve into a subtle attack 
upon the sacraments and liturgy of the 
Catholic Church. 


Looking beyond the obvious and 
overlooking the aberrations, it is 
impressive to find the spiritual growth 
and inspiration which affects many of 
those active in the Pentecostal move- 
ment. 


Many have found greater meaning 
within the church, particularly in the 
Eucharist. Many have engaged in 
charitable and teaching duties within 
their parishes. Most relate an awaken- 
ing and steady increase of. love of 
others, of peace and joy in their lives. 


THEY BELIEVE that “baptism in 
the Spirit” and the subsequent “walk 
in the Spirit’ are integral to the 
Church and essential for all Chris- 
tians. Do we, they ask, truly believe 
what we read in the Scriptures? 


Do we confidently believe in the 
indwelling of the Holy Spirit - 
empowering us to miracles and 
prophesy in the name of Jesus? If not, 
they ask, why not?

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Question: 


I noted in the Answer Please that it is allowed in 
the San Diego diocese to receive Holy Communion 
under both forms. For years we have been taught 
that this is not necessary because we receive the 
Body and Blood of Christ under the form of bread. 
Why this new departure from centuries of one form 
only? Aren’t the same reasons for one form of recep- 
tion (spilling of the wine, unsanitary conditions, 
etc) still valid? I feel very strongly about this as 
I do not want to share a common drinking vessel 
with some dirty unwashed individual, or for that 
matter any other individual. Even in our family we 


never share glasses, etc. 


When the doctrine of con- 
comitance was enunciated 
in the late Middle Ages, the 
understanding, and rightly 
so, was that Christ is sacra- 
mentally present, whole 
and entire (but, please — 
not physically) under the 
appearance of bread and 
wine. 


An obvious conclusion 
was that it is not necessary 
to receive communion 
under both forms. And so it 
came to pass — and for the 
precise reasons tht the 
questioner lists — including 
the circumstance of the 
“sreat unwashed.” 


The why of a return to the 
practice of the early Church 
was, I thought, given quite 
clearly in the General 
Instruction: 

“The sign of communion is 
more complete when given 
under both kinds, since the 
sign of the eucharistic meal 
appears more clearly.

eucharistic banquet to the 
heavenly banquet.”

The tenor of the instruc- 
tion is that communion 
under both kinds should be 
optional. Intinction 
(receiving a host dipped in 
the consecrated wine) is far 
more sanitary and less cum- 
bersome. 


For these and logistical 
reasons, the reception ofthe 
cup will probably remain in 
use primarily for small 
groups. 


I am a little confused about two words that crop 
up constantly in my religious reading. What is the 
meaning of “kerygma’” and “kairos?” 


Books have been written 
about these terms, so the 
reader must understand 
that the following 
abbreviated answers by no 
means do justice to the 
theological implications 
contained in them. 


“Kerygma’’ is a Greek 
word which means “‘preach- 
ing’ in the New Testa- 
ment. 


But it means more than 
the conveying of dogma or 
theological propositions, 


while it embodies these, it . 


is the preaching of the word 
of God as the offer of the 
grace of faith. 


It is not so much the 
imparting of facts as it is the 


stirring up of a  faith- 
decision in the heart of the 
recipient. 


“Kairos” is again a Greek 
word which is translated as 
“time.” 


In Scripture, ‘‘Kairos’’ 
refers to salvation-time, not 
historical time — it is the 
biblical now, expressing 
God’s here-and-now action 
for, and over, one who 
believes.
